THREE CROWS. 


Some time ago Tiie Despatch undertook 


to play the democratic party a mean trick 
by charging that The Herald's sympathies 
were with us. Probably the fellows OH

FRANKLIN PRIEST. 


Et-Mnyor iintl'TPronllneilt Clt!?eil ttf Deca- 


tur Diei In Chicago. 


Yesterday 
morning at 8:15 ex-Mayor 


Franklin Priest breathed his last in Chicago, 
in the 71st year of his age. He has been 
bick for some years, and several months 
ago went to Chicago for the purpose of 
having his disease—that of the kidneys- 
treated ia that city, but with his ags and the 
strong hold the disease had upon his sys- 
tem, medical science could do nothing ex- 
cept alleviate temporarily the pain he suf- 
fered. 


For years he was one of the most promi- 


nent figures in the history of this city. En- 
terprising, honorable and able he originated 
many of the enterprises which have since 
become great and successful affairs, and 
was feyeral times called upon to fill posi- 
tions of public trust, honor and responsi- 
bility. He had been out oT active business 
life for several years before bis death,owing 
to his age and physical infirmities, but he 
hasalways retained the good will and con- 
fidence of the 
people. 
He was 
born 


in Parishville, St. Lawrence county, N. Y., 
Feb., 20, 1818. In 1840 he left there and 
with his brother John settled in Springfield, 
111. Me remained in that city until 1852, 
when he moved to this city and went into 
the milling business, both saw and grist, on 
East Decatur street. He was one of the 
heaviest contractors iu tbe tie and bridge 
furnishing department of the Wabash at the 
time of its construction, and afterwards 
built and operated a distillery for about 15 
years. He went into the Hotel business in 
1S7:; in the New Demiug, known as Priest's 
hotel all over the state. He built and 
operated the first street railway in Decatur 
from the depot to the old square via Gerro 
Gordo an<t Main streets. He met vvitli 
many business reverses but never lost his 
energy or his ambition. He was four times 
elected mayor of Decatur, and also served 
the people well in the council and always 
retained the confidence of tiie members of 
tbe opposite political party to such a degree 
that large numbers of the republicans voted 
for him at 
each 
succeeding election. 


His first wife was Miss Adaline Pike, 
whom he man led at Painesville.O.. in 1844. 
To this union three childien were born, 
George'R., Mary S. and J. F. Priest. These 
last two survived him. 
J. F. resides here; 


the daughter, Mrs. Mary S. O'Neal, resides 
in Chicago. 
His only other surviving rela- 


tive is Fred W. Priest, a brother who re- 
sides in Mechanicsburg, Sangaaion county. 
Volney T. Priest, another brother, - died 
near Helena, Mont., about two weeks ago. 
Mrs. Priest died in September, 1854. 
In 


March, 1856, lie married Miss Abagail J. 
Priest, his second cousin, at Littleton, 
Mass. 
She bore him two children, neither 


of whom is living. 
The stcond wife died 


in January, 1S*4. > IIU last wife, Mary S. 
Sheridan, he married iu this city in isur,. 
She still survives him and will accompany 
the remains from Chicago. J. W.-Kace left 
for Chicago yesterday, and will return with 
the body to-day. 


Deceased was a man who has done many 


good de da for suffering humanity, many 
valuable deeds for Decatur, and there is 
almost uuhersal regret at his death.
